Plimouth; Thus in the dark, the Wind 
and Sea parts the faid ſhip, that without 
having knowledge of each other, Captain 
Trankmore concluding that his own (hip 
was foundred, and all his men loſt, and 
God had wrought a wonder of mercy in 
his preſervation But ſo- it fell out, that 
one Samuel Snytal, who was his Appren- 
tice, had obtained ſuch knowledge of the 
g\rt of Navigation, and his Maſter being 
gone, as they ſuppoſed drowned, being 
waſhed over-board, was, neceſſitated to 
improve his skill, and by Gods blethng, 
ne carried the ſhip ſafe home _to Apſom 3 
where arxiving, although he had made 2 
good Voyage, yet the ſorrow for the lols 
of the Maſter eat up all the Comforts and 
2:niles that a proſperous Voyage otherwiſe 


would 
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would have 'made 3 but ſo Providence or- 
dered, that about the ſame time, or three 
or four days after the other' ſhip arrives 
fafe at- Plimonth ; where the ſaid Trank- 
more landed very forrowful and dejet- 
ed, having (as he ſuppoſed) loft his ſhip 
( wherein he was deeply - concerned as an 
Adventurer himſelf and all his Men ) was 
m the morning walking on the Hope at 
Plimonth very dejectedly, he Providen- 
tially meets with one of his Executors, or 
Apſom Neighbours, who looks him in the 
Face with Aſtoniſhment, knowing him 
well, and yet believing the report of his 
being dcad, or Joſt, in amaze falutes 
him with theſe expreſſions 3 What, Cap- 
tain Trankmore ? who replies, A poor 
Captain having loſt my ſhip richly La- 
den, and after a good Voyage, with all 
my men, not a ſoul ſaved but my ſelf. 
Whom by a Miracle God wrought Salva- 
tion for, ( as before recited ) giving 
the Gentleman his Neighbour an account 
of the Providence towards him 3 which at- 
ter a little pauſe, his Friend imbraccs him, 
and with admiring ofthe Providence, bids 
him be of good heart, for his ſhip and all 
his Company was well and fate arrived 
at Apſom, for his Man Samncl Snytal had 
brought her {fate home, and all the forrow

teen good Deer upon the ground : And 
then heing weary, and the night com- 
- ing on they betook themſelves to relt, 

' | intending the next day to make an end 
of their hunting, and fo to return to 
their (ſhips 5 But the next day proved 
foggy, and there was much Ice between 
the (hore and the ſhip, and the wind com- 
ing Southerlyz the thip was fain.to fiand fo 
Far off into the Sea to be clear of the Ice, 
that they loft the fight of her 3 and the 

cather growing thicker and thicker, they 
thought tit to hunt along the ſhore to 
Green- Harbour, and there to ſtay aboard 

he (hip, till theix own ſhip ſhould come 
into the Port. 

. In this paſſagg they killed eight Deer 
ore, and fo having laden their Shallop 
with Veniſon, - they kept on their courſe 
( 
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to Green-Harbour : But when they came 
thither, they found to their great afto- 
niſhment, that the (hip was departed, 
Baing thus fruſtrated of their expectati- 
on, and having but three days te the ut- 
texrmolt expiration of their limited time, 
for their departure our: of that Country, 
they thought it their b<{i courſe to- make 
all ſpecd poſhble to Bell-Sownd, to their 
Captain 3 and Icſt the delay ſhould prove 
dangerous, they lightned their Shallop by 
heaving their Veniſon over-board into the 
Sea : and fo they haltened all they might, 
and that night got half way; But the dark 
Fog encreatling, they were forced to cove 
in a point of Land till the next day at 
Noon : at which time the weather be- 
ing clearer, they hafted forward 3 but 
having no Compals to dire& their courſ: 
by, they wandred up and down fo long, 
rill the ſhips were departed, This filled 
them witn tcar and aftoniſhment, know- 
vg that neither Chrittian, nor Heathen 
had ever It habite4 thoſe defolate Cl- 
mates : Yez, they had heard that the 
Merchants [1.d endeavoured, with proffers 
of grcat-rcwards, and of {ufficient furnt 
cure, and provilion of gll things necefſi 
ry,, to hirc ſome to undertake to winter 
in thvuſe parts, but could never meet with 
anj 
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any that-would adventure their lives to ſo 
hazardous an undertaking : They had 
heard alſo. that the company of Muſcovy 
Merchants had once procured the reprieve 
of ſome Malctactors condemned tor death 
here in England, unto whom they pro- 
miſled pardon, togctaer with rewards and 
proviltion of Cloaths, Victuals, and all 
other neceſſaries, it they wonld ſtay one 
Winter there : But when they came thi- 
ther and took a view of the defolateneſs 
of the place, they conceived ſuch horror 
and fear in their hearts, choſe rather to 
return for England, and there to fatiſhe 
the law with the loſs of their lives, than 
to liay in ſo d:folate and darkſom a Coun- 
try, They remembred allo a more ter- 
rible Example of nine good and able men 
left . there formerly by the fame Maſter 
that had now Aeft them, who all died mi- 
ſerably vpon the place 3 and whole bodies 
were feartully dishgured by the ſavage 
Bears, and hungry Foxes, which are the 
only Inhabitants of that comfortlels Coun- 
try : All which made them, like amazed 
men, .to ttand one looking upon another, 
every one fore-ſ(eeing, the. future calami- 
ties both of himſclt and of his fellows : 
and that which much encreaſed their hor- 


royr, was, their want of all neceſſary pro- 
E 2 vition 
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viſion for the life of man, having'neither 
Cloaths to keep them warm, and for ſhift, 
nor food to prevent the miſeries of cruel 
famine, nor a houle wherein to ſhroud 

themſelves from the extremity of cold. 
But after a ſpace, knowing that delay 
in extremities, is the mother ot all danger, 
they began to conceive hope out of the 
depth of deſpair ; and therefore they con- 
fulted together of .the likelicſt courſe for 
their preſervation in that place : and re- 
ſolved upon the opportunity of the next 
fair weather, to go to Green- Harbour to 
kill ſome Venifon tor part of their winter- 
provition, which accordingly they did, 
but found not fo many Deer as they ex- 
pected 3 yet ' the firſt day they killed (e- 
ven, and four Bears to boot, which they 
alſo intended to eat : The next day they 
killed {ix Deer rmiore, and a$ they return- 
ed they killed fix more : and then the 
weather prpbving toul and cold, thcy laded 
their Shallop with the Deer and Bears 3 
and tifding another Shallop left there, as 
uſually they do from year to year they 
laded it with Graves of Whales that had 
been boiled there that year 3 - and fo di- 
viding themſelves into thoſe two Shallops, 
they took the firſt opportunity of return- 
ing to Bel{-Soung to their Tent, where they 
itn- 
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intended to take up their reſt for the Win- 
ter. 

But in their paſſage,thenight coming, on, 
and the wind blowing hard, they were for- 
ced to ſtay in the mid(t of the way at Byttle 
Cove for that night : There they faltentd 
their Shallops one to another, and caſting 
out their Anchor, they left chem riding in 
the Cove. 

But here again, for the trial of theix 
patience, and to teach them to xelic more 
upon God's Providerfte, than upon any 
outward means of their own, this miſ- 
chance befel therh : The wind blowing 
hard into the Cove, and their Anchor 
coming home, their Shallop ſunk into the 
Sea and {o wet all their. Proviſion, and 
ſome of it they found ſwimming up and 
down by the ſhore : The fight hereof 
wonderfully troubled them, to ſee the 
beſt part of their Proviſiov, the only hope! 
of their lives un ider God, in danger either 
utterly tq be Joſt, or to be {poiled by the 
Sea-Water, tor which they had taken ſuch 
pains, and: run ſo many adventures in the 
petting*of it; and in this their miſery 
they ſaw bat one remedy, and that was a 
ceſpzrate, one,. viz. to run into the high- 
wrought £ Sea to their Shallops to ſave rhe 
rcmaindex of their Provitions, now ready 
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to be waſhed away by the billows * This 
they did, and. by tain force drew the 
Shallops to the ſore 3 then they went 
along by the Sex[ide to gather up ſuch. of 
their Proviſions as, was ſwimming up and 
down : and when the weather proved 
fair, they went” on to Bell-Sound : where 
being arrived, thcy took out their provi- 


'fion, and viewed the great Tent which 


was built of Timber and Boards, and cos 
vercd with Flemiſh, Tilzs : The uſe of it 
was for the Coopers to work and lodg in 
whilelt they made Casks for the putting up 
of the Train-Oil ; . and they reſolved to 
build another ſmaller Tent within that 
for their Habitations 3 and accordingly, 
taking down a lefſer Tent that ſtood near 
to it, wherein the Land-men. lay whilcſt 
they made their Oil, they fetched :their 
materials from thence; both Boards, Poſis, 
and: Rafters, . and from the Chimneys of 
the Furnaces, tiiey took , a, thouſand 
Bricks 3 they found alſo four Hoglheads 
of Lime, which minglcd with ſand from 
the ſhore, made good Morter 3. But the 
weather wasrgrown ſo extream cold, that 
they were fain to make two fires on both 
lides to keep their Morter from freezing, 
then they raiſed a wall of one Brick thick- 
neſs againft the inner planks of thi ſide of 

the 
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the Tent 3 but by that they had walled 
two lides of their. houle, their Bricks fail- 
ed, ſo that they were torced to build the 
other two fides: of boards , which being 
nailed on both tides the poſts. they were 
hotlow between, whica they filled 'up with 
fand, that made it {o tite, ' that the leaſt 
breath of air could not potſibly annoy 
them. * The length of their Tent was 
twenty foot, and the breadth f(ixteen 3 their 
Chinmney was the breadth of a deal-board, 
and four foot high 3 they cie!e1 it with 
boards five or tx times double, that no 
wind could -poſhbly get through : The 
| doorthey made as clo{e 2s they could, and 
lined it with a bed that they tound there, 

which came over both the opening and 
ſhucting of it : they made no Windows, 
having, no light but what came through 
the Chimney : then fet they up four Ca- 
bins, quartering themiclves rwwo and (wo 
in a Cabin; their Beds were the Deer- 
skins dried, which was a warin and com- 
fortable lodg; ng for them in their ditirels s 

their naxt care was for hiring, and hncing 
ſeven off Shallops which were un{crvice- 
able 3 they broke them up, and ftowed 
them over the beams to the great: Leat to 
make t the warmer, and to kezp the 


Snow from driving through tae Tiles into 
E 4 the 
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the Tent : and by this time the cold en- 
creaſing, and ſcarce having any day at all 
they ftaved ſome empty Caſk, and brake 
two old coolers ( wherein they cooled 
their Oil.) providing whatſoever firing 
they could without prejudice to the next 
years Voyage : yet contidering the {mall 
quantity of fewel, the extremity of cold, 
and the Jong time of their abode, . they 
husbanded it as thrittily - as poſſibly they 
could. 

Having thus fitted every thing inthe 
beſt inanner they could, on the twelfth of 
September, looking out into the Sound, 
they eſpicd two Sea-horles lying aſleep on 
a piece of Ice, waercupon, taking up an 
old Harping-iron, they haftened to them; 
and firlt flew the old one, and then the 
young 3 and ſo bringing them aſhore, 
they flaid them, * roaſted, and ca: them, 
Not long after they killed another 3 but 
the nights and cold weather encreahng on 
rhem, and they viewing their POviſion 
found it too {mall by half z wheacupon 
they tinted themfclves to one redonable 
meal a-day, ard agreed to faſt Vedneſ- 


"days and Fridays, excepting from -the 


Graves' or Fritters of the Whale (which 
was' a very loathſom2 meat _) of which 


they alldwed themſelves {ufficient for 
encir 
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their preſent hunger : at which diet they 
coptinued about three months. 

Having fnithed what-ever they could 
invent for their preſervation; they found 
that all their Cloaths and Shoves were 
worn, and torn ;* to repair which they 
had this new device; of Rop:-yarn they 
made thread, and of whale-bones 
needles to ſew their Cloaths withal : But 
Ofober the tenth, the nights being grown 
very long, and the cold fo violcat, that 
all the Sea was frozen over ; and they 
having now nothing to exerciſe thtir 


minds upon Were troubled with a thou- 
ſand imaginations z Sometimes they be- 
wailed their abſence from their Wives 
and Children, thinking what griet it 
would be to them to hear of their miſ- 
carriage : then thought they of their on 
rents, and what a cutting corrolive 
would be th them to hear of their ers 
deaths, &. and being thus tormented in 
their minds with fear and grizt,and pinch- 
ed in their budics with hunger ard cold,the 
hideous monlter of deſperation reſented 
his uglieſt ſhap2 unto them : But think- 
ing it not beit to give way: to grict and 
tear > they doubled their prayers to Al- 
| mighty God. for lirengeh and, patience in 
their miteries, by whole atltttznce, they 
t (hvuk 
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ſhook off their former thoughts, and chear- 
ed up themſelves to uſe the beſt means for 
their preſervation. Ht 
Then for the preſervation of their Ve- 
niſon, and lengthning of their firing, they 
thought belt to roatt *every day half a 
Deer, and to (tow it in Hog(heads which 
accordingly -they did, leaving fo much 
raw as would ſ{crve to roalt every Sab- 
bath-day a querter, ©c, And when this 
was over, they began again to think of 
their enſuing mifcry, that in caſe God 
ſhould give them lite, yet they were-to 
live as Baniſhed men from all Company 
and as if thcir ſorrows had been too little, 
they preſently found an encreafe of it ; 
for their Whale: Fritters, after they had 
been drenched in the Sea-water lying cloſe 
together, were grown mouldy, and ipoil- 
ed : and apain {urveying their Bear, and 
Veniſon, they found that it would not at- 
ford them hve meals a-week,-wheretipon 
they were fain to cut off one meal more: 
{o that for three months after, four days 
in the week they ted upon the unſavoury 
mouldy . Whale-Fritters, and the other 
three they feafied with Bzar and * Vent- 


{on : But betides the want of meat, they] 


now began,to want Rats ſo. that all their 
Meals were Suppers 3 | For, trom the four- 
tcenth 
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teenth of O7oher,- to the third of February, 
they never {aw the Sun ſo much as peep 
above the Horizon : But the Moon, when 
not obſcured wit!) Clouds, they always 
ſaw ſhinirg as bught as in England : All 
which darkſome time, they cuuld not cer- 
tainly tell wher it ſhould be day, and when 
night. , 

In the beginning of this darkneſs, they 
ſought forme mcans to piclerve light, and 
hading a piece of {hcet-lead, * and ſome 
Oil in the Coopers Tenr, and Rope-yard 
they made a Lamp, which they kept con- 
tinually burning, which was a great com- 
foxt to them in their extremity 5 yet their 
wants and miſerics were ſo many and 
great, that ſometimes they brake forth 
into impatient ſpceches.againſt the caufers 
of them 3 but then rhcir Confciences 
again minded them of their own cvil de- 
ſerts, and ſo they took it as a juft hand of 
God for their former wicked lives 3 or 
that God intcided to make them examples 
of his Mercy in their wonderful dchve- 
rance : Humbling themſelves therefore 
under the mighty'hand of God, they pro- 
{trated themtclves in prayer two or three 


times a-day, which courſe they conſtantly 


held all the time of their miſery. 


In 
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In the beginning of - Fanuary, as the 
days began to lengthen; the cold began 
to ſtrengthen > which proceeded to that 
extremity, that it raiſed bliſters on their 
ficlh as if they had ' been burnt with fire, 
and if at any time they touched Iron, it 
would ſtick to their fingers like bird- 
lime : If they went out a-doors to fetch 
in a little water, it would ſo pinch them, 
that they were ſore as if they had been 
beaten. In the beginning of Winter, 
with Pick-axes breaking the Ice daily, 
they got ſome water on the Sea-ſhore : 
but after the tenth of January they had 
none. but Snow-water which they mel- 
ted with hot Irons, which was their on- 
ly Drink till the twentieth of May follow- 
ing. 

By the laſt of Fanuary the days were 
ſeven oreight hours long, and then view- 
pg their Victuals again, they found that 
it would not laſt above fix weeks longer, 
which made. them fear further Famine 
but they had recourſe to God, who they 
knew, could ſupply them beyond their 
hopes. 

Looking out on a bright day, they ſaw 
a great-ſhe Bear - with her Cub coming 
rowards their Tent, whereupon arming 
themſclves with their Lances, they went 


forth, 
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forgh, and ftayed her coming 3 ſhe foon 
calt her greedy Eyes upon them, and 
hoping to devour them, halied towards 
them : But with their Lances they gave 
her ſuch an hearty welcome, that (he 
tumbled upon the ground, biting the 
Snow for anger : the Cub ſeeing this, 
eſcaped by flight : -The weather was 
ſo extreme cold, that they wcre fain 
preſently to retire into the Tent, and 
having warmed themſelves, they drew 
in the dead Bear, wherewith they dined 
merrily z and this Bear ſerved them 
twenty days: Only this miſchance 
they had 3 catipg her Liver, it made their 
ckins pecl off ; when (hz was ſpent, 
they yct fearcd that their Veniſon would 
not hold out till the Fleet came out of 
England, but God fent many Bears to 
their Tent, by times, at leaſt forty, 
whereof they killed {even : One of which 
was exceeding great, at lealt ſix foot 
high 3 fo that their Food encreafing, they 
kept not themſelves to fuch thort com- 
mons, but oft eat two or three meals a 
Day, which much encreaſcd their 
ltrength. 

By this, the chearful days lengthned 
{o falt, that ſeveral ſorts of Fowl reforted 
thither., March 10th one of their Ma- 

tis 
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Riffs went aboard which they never (aw 


after 3 upon th: coming of the Fowls, |: 


the Foxes, which all winter hadkept 
their Burroughs under the Rocks, came 
abroad to ſeek for their livings 3 where. 
upon they {et up Traps, which they bait- 
cd with the skin of thele Fowls, by 


which means they caught at times fifty 


Foxes; all which they roaſted, -and found 
to be good meat : then taking the Bear« 
Skins, laying the flelhy fide upwards, 
and makivg ſprings of the Whale bone.they 
caught about ixty Fowls as big as Pige- 
ONS. 

May the firſt, the weather began to 
be pretty warm, ſo that they went daily 
abroad to feck for Proviſion : but no- 
thing they coa!d find for many days, till 
at length thcy met with abundance of 


Willocks Ege3 3 of which they carried |, 


home thirty, intending the next day to 
fetch a thouſand more, but the day 
proved {o cold tat they could not tir 
out of their Tent. The {ame day there 
came two {hips of Hw!l into the Sound, 
who knowing that ſome men had been 
left there the year before, being very 
defirous to know whether they were 
dead or alive, the Matter manned forth 


a (hallop to go as near the ſhore as they 
could, 
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could, and fo over the Ice to the Tent; 


' When theſe men came near the Tent, they 


haled them with the uſual word of the 
Sea, crying, Hey : to which one of them 
in the Tent anſwered again Hoe 3 which 
ſudden anſwer almott amazed them all : 
but perceiving them to be the very men 
left there, with joytul hearts they embra- 
ced one another, and fo coming into the 
Tent, they ſhewed the Hu/l-men the 
courtelie of the houſe, giving them ſome 
Veniſon which was roaſted four months 
before, a cup of cold Water, which 
for novelty {uke, they kindly accepted of 
them. 

After a little diſcourſe, theſe cight'men 
reſolved to leave their Tent, and to go 
with them to their (hip, where they were 
welcom'd after the heartielt and kindelt 


" Engliſh manner : and fo they Raid with 


them till the Zondon-Fleet came, which 
was three daysafter : Ar which time they 
went aboard the Admiral, in which Cap- 
tain William Goodler was, who made them 
very welcome, and gave order that they 
ſhould have any thing that was in the 
ſhip that might do them good : he gave 
them apparel alſo, to the value of twen- 
ty pounds. So that after fourtcen days 
refreſhment, they grew all perted&ly 

well : 
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well : But when ſome of them went, to 
their own Maſter that had left them there, 
he tell foul upon them, calling them Rwun- 
aways, with other harſh terms far enough 
from the Civility of an honeſt man. Thus 
they continued in the Fleet untill the 
twentieth of Auguſt, at which time, with 
joyful hearts, they ſet fail through the 
toaming Ocean ; and though ſometimes 
crofled with contrary winds, yet at laſt 
they came ſafely to an Anchor in the River 


of Thames : and the Mfſcovy-Merchants 


deale very,well by them.

O then, Godi is angry and deſtroys 
the work of their :hands, viz. diſappoints 
their endeayours, and denies them ſucceſs, 
Laſily,. to forget your: Deliverances and 
Dangers,is the greateſt ingratitude and un- 
L | . thank- 
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thankfulneſs in the world;hath God given 
you {o many wonderful deliverances, ſo 
mary miraculous preſervations,to be buri- 
cd in the grave of oblivion? will you mur- 
der your mercics,and then bury them ? It 
15 commonly ſaid, Murder will out : Mur- * 
dered Mercies will one day make terrible 
work, in walking in your Conlciences. 

Thenext ob*rvation is this,that ſalva- 
tions and deliverances many times are not 
ſent until perſons be lctthelpleſs and hope- 
le(s. 1 (hall give you a touch of this. Now 
all hope of being ſaved was taken away,no 
{nall cempelt lay upon them 3 now they 
were gultr in deſpair of ever coming off 
with their lives: yet this often is the con- 
dition of Nations, Ship-Companies, and 
Perſons where God intends toſave andde- 
liver. The proots of the laſt Obſervation 
about Dangers and Deliverances being, re- 
corded and. remembred proves this alfo : 
Thus was Peter ſaved, the Diſciples faved, 
when juſt at {inkin 

But why. doth G A Ray ſo long before he 
ſends deliverances and ſalvations? r,Becauſe 
he delights to draw forth a ſpirit of pray- 
er 5 if men will not pray, when linking, 
when drowning, when dying, they will 
never pray, . O tee how Fonah prays in his Jroch 2 
aikrels;: Ang Jonah prayed to the Lord ont *, 12, 3.

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of the Fiſhes belly, and ſaid, I cried by rea- 
fon of mine affliftion unto the Lord , and be 
beard me; ont of the belly of Hell cried T.and 
thou heardſt my voice, &c.

O Sirs, God loves prayer ſo well, that he

ſue them out by prayer. O#t of the Depths 
have T cried unto thee.laith David : Driven 
to it by deep and bottomleſs ſtraits, into 
which I am plunged. And it ſcemsto be an 
alluftion to Marriners.in their difirefſes and 
dangers of being (hipwrackt, crying unto, 
the Lord. What will any man perith,and 
never pray for it ? die,and never cry for it? 
what,and not ſay as Peter did, Mafter, ſave 
me,or T periſh * What was it that did draw 
forth prayc: in many of theſe diſtreſſed 
Ship-Companies(in this treatiſe mention- 
ed) but their danger and diftreſſes ? 

2. God doth not bring our deliverances 
and ſalvations until we be hopeleſs, becauſe 
he will exerciſe his peoples graces: there- 
fore the diſciples were not ſaved until the 
(hip was tull,that their graces might be ex- 
erciſed. Onow is a time for faith and pa- 
tience to be exerted!there is nothing more 
pleafing unto God, than to ſee how poor 
Souls exerciſe their graces whes they are 

reduced 
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reduced into extremities;God hath a great 
revenue of glory ariling to himſelf,out of 
the exerciſe of his own grace in the ſouls of 
Believers. O how doth Faith, a its part 
when mercy and deliverance is delayed!It 
was one of Luther's wonders to believe for 
mercy that was long delayed, It is an high 
everciſe of Faith,to look up to God long 
together.and nothing to come. To ſay with 
the Prophet Fonab;T will look again towards 7onah 2. 
thy holy Temple.And with the Prophet Iſai- 4,8. 
ab,Though he hide his face from the Houſe of 1=ab 17. 
Jacob,I will wait upon hin and look for bim. 
What though thou be as the Prophets Ser- 
vant,who went down to the Sea,to look, 
and he (aid, Maſter, there is nothing. But 
what then?doth he give over?O no,looks 
again 3 and the ſeventh look he ſaw the ,,;,, 18. 
Cloud. So faith in its exerciſe, will 100K 1atter end+ 
again and again,and never give over,until 
it efþy the mercy coming upon the wings 
of prayer.So might I add of patience;O how 
doth it act its part while the deliverance 
farries 3 it quietly waits for the Salvation 
of God: ſaying, as David,my Soul waits Pſ. 130.6. 
for the Lord , more than they that watch for 
the morning, T he Soul of the believer poſle(- 
les it ſelf in patience until the mercy come. 

3.God doth not bring our Salvations and 
Dclivexances,until we be brought toan ex-

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tremity 3 becauſe they are moſt prized and 
welcomed by us then. O now deliverance 
will be prized ! The longer that a mercy 
tarrics, the more welcome it 1s when it 
comes; God loyes to make all his mercies 
welcome to us.O how welcome is life to a 
perſonunder a ſentence of death ! O how 


welcomeis a diſcovery of the love of Chriſt - 


to a poor ſoul, that hath long groan'd under 


_ the burthen of unpardoned guilt! O how 
= welcome was the Prodigals Fathers houſe, 


_ Pies he had ſo long been ſtarving in the 
ields,with his Husks amongſt the Swine ! 


4. Becauſe God will have all his (alvati - 
ons and deliverances look like his own hand 
and arm , his own arm brings Salvation 
with himzhe will have the print of his own, 
hand upon it, that poor ſinners may fay,

-and it is marvellous in 0:tr Eyes. Alas, men 


would attribute it to thcmſelves,if ſalvation 
did not come in ſuch a way,when all hope 
of being ſaved is taken away. Oh ! every 
thing is beautiful in its ſeaſonzIs not ſalvati- 
on and deliverance now in ſeaſon? now they

5. Becauſe he will by ſach Salvations ſet 
off his love to poor ſouls: Was not the love 
of Chriſt ſet off highly,in taking that ſea- 
ſon to ſave the ſhip when it was tull,to ſave 
them when they were ſinking ? Is not that 
great love,that (tepsforth to ſave in an Ex- 
tremity?O what love was this.to ſave this 
Ships Company, when all hope of being ſa- 
ved was taken away ! Love always chuſes 
the fitteſt times to appear and evidence it elf. 

Laſtly, Becauſe he will have his dclive- 


rances endearing deliverances to Souls. O' 


how doth ſuch at appearance of God at ſuch 
4 time , endear the Soul of the receiver ! 
Therefore faith David, T will lave the Lord, 
( or love the Lord dearly_)my Rock and my 
Deliverer, &c. 

But I will proceed togiveyoualſo a taſte 
of the application,and not be large, becauſe 
I have been large upon the former, which 
was mainly intended. 

I, Then learn we hence,that God may 


for gracious ends known to himlelt, delay” 


a mercy or a deliverance, and yet fully in- 
tends to give in that mercy; Jacob may 
- wrelile 
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wreltle all night,and yet be put off; but in 
the break of day the mercy comes. The 
Woman of Canaan may cry to Chriſt for 
her Daughter, and at preſent be put off, 
yer at laſt ſhe ſhall carry it. The believing 
Soul may not have the Dove come-with an 
Qlive-branch in her mouth until evening. 
Chrifts manifeſting of his love to poor 
Souls, is called his ſupping with them 3 
And IT will ſup with you : Now upper 
comes not up till evening. 

2.Learn we hence,that Gods timing our 
Deliverances and Salvations is beſt for us; 
his time is the beſt time. Our time is al- 
ways ready,(but ſaith Chriſt)My time is not 
yet. If we had our mercies in our time,we 
ſhould not ſee that beauty in them 3 for 
every thing is beautiful in its ſeaſon : and 
God chuſes the fitteſt ſeaſons to ſend them, 
becauſe he will put a beauty upon them. 

3. Learn we hence, that no caſc is de(- 
perare to God,though it be ſo to man:One 
would have thought this a deſperate caſe, 
in Tuch a ſtorm,lightning the Ship,the caſt- 
ing out of the Tack/ing of the Ship, neither 
Sun nor Stars appeared,and all hope of be- 
ing ſaved taken awayzyct all this was but 
deſperate to them, it was not {0 to God:now 
their extremity becomes Gods opportuni- 
ty,and he takes this juncture of time to ap- 

pe ar 
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pear in. Thus David,all Gods waves and 
Gods billows had gone over himza deſpe- 
rate cale ! yet God (then he believes) 
would command his loving kindneſs in 
the day-time, and his ſong (hould be with 
him in the night. Faith is an excellent 
grace at a deſperate ſtand. 

4. Learn we hence,that Gods thoughts 
are not as our thoughts,when we think of 
nothing but ſinking and periſhing, then 
doth God think of ſaving and delivering, 
They thought all hope of being ſaved was 
taken away, but God looks through the 
Storm and Cloud.and comforts them. As 
the Diſciples, when they thought it had 
been a Spirit.in their ſtorm that appeared 
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to them 3 No, faith Chriſt, be not afraid; 1 £6. 


be of good chear, it u I. 

Uſe 2.1s it ſo that the ſalvations and deli- 
verances that many of us have.are not until 
we be brought to extremities? then itis a 
word of exhortation : 1. Then look up to 
God in the moſt deſperate caſe, when you 
know not what todo in your {tormsat ſea, 
in your (traitsat Land, O then let your eyes 
be up unto the Lord , you ſee how» many de- 
liverances have come down in extremities, as 
an(wers to prayer. O pray hard , let going to 
Sea, being in ſtorms at Sea, being hrought to 
extremities at Sea, learn you then tio pray:
